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FUNCTIONS 


The  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration  consolidates  the  marketing  activities  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  absorbing  the  functions  of  the  former  Surplus  Market- 
ing Administration,  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  (except  for  the  Agricultural 
Statistics  Division)  and  the  Commodity  Exchange  Administration.  It  has  primary 
responsibility  for  all  action  programs  dealing  with  the  physical  distribution  and 
handling  of  farm  products  between  the  farmer  and  the  consumer,  including  t ran  sport  a.- 
tion,  storage,  processing,  standardization,  market  organization  and  marketing  ^cilities. 

The  biggest  wartime  function  of  AMA  is  to  purchase,  store,  and  make  available  for 
shipment  agricultural  commodities  for  export  under  authority  of  the  Lend-Lease  Act. 

AMA  is  authorized  to  develop  market  expansion  programs  designed  to  encourage  in- 
creased domestic  distribution  and  consumption  of  agricultural  commodities,  to  de- 
velop wider  domestic  outlets  and  new  uses  for  farm  products,  and  to  assist  exports. 
Markets  are  expanded  by  (l)  direct  purchase  of  farm  products  to  distribute  to  needy 
families  through  State  welfare  agencies,  and  for  use  in  school  lunches;  (2)  distri- 
bution of  designated  agricultural  commodities  through  normal  trade  channels  to 
public-aid  families  under  the  Food  Stamp  Plan;  (3)  diversion  of  farm  products  from 
normal  trade  channels  to  by-product  uses  and  to  encourage  new  outlets  and  new  uses. 
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and  (4)  exportation,  when  advisable,  of  certain  farm  commodities  through  the  use  of 
export  payments  to  encourage  foreign  sales. 

Development  of  marketing  agreement  programs,  authorized  by  the  Agricultural  Market- 
ing Agreement  Act  of  1937*  to  establish  orderly  marketing  conditions  for  agricultural 
commodities  and  improve  returns  to  producers  is  another  function. 

Through  a Nation-wide  market  news  service,  market  information  is  collected  and  dis- 
seminiated  daily  on  movement,  supplies,  quality,  and  prices  of  livestock,  meats, 
wool,  fruits,  vegetables,  dairy  and  poultry  products,  grains,  cotton,  tobacco,  and 
miscellaneous  products.  Much  of  the  information  is  gathered  and  released  at  ter- 
minal markets  and  transmitted  over  a leased-wire  system  to  other  markets  over  the 
country.  Temporary  field  stations  are  maintained  in  the  producing  areas  of  certain 
commodities  during  the  heavy  shipping  season. 

The  farm  and  food  products  standardization  work  of  the  AMA  involves  the  development 
of  official  standards  to  provide  a uniform  yardstick  for  measuring  gradations  in 
quality,  and  the  improvement  of  existing  standards.  For  some  products,  such  as 
grain  and  cotton,  the  standards  are  mandatory  if  the  products  are  sold  by  grade  and 
shipped  in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce.  For  most  commodities,  use  of  the  official 
standards  is  permissive.  An  inspection  service  is  provided  in  principal  producing 
and  receiving  centers  for  grains,  fruits  and  vegetables,  meats  and  meat  products, 
cotton,  tobacco,  hay,  beans,  butter,  cheese,  eggs,  and  poultry.  Mandatory  and  free 
inspection  of  tobacco  is  provided  at  more  than  SO  designated  auction  markets.  Free 
cotton  classification  is  provided,  on  request,  to  groups  of  producers  organized  for 
improvement  of  their  cotton. 

Research  necessary  to  the  proper  conduct  of  these  several  services  and  on  marketing 
problems  also  is  an  important  function.  Educational  activities  in  these  fields  are 
conducted  for  growers,  distributors  and  consumers.  Consumers  also  are  provided  with 
information  that  will  enable  them  to  make  wise  selection  of  farm  products.

Daily  Purchase  Report  lists  purchases  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration 
of  farm  products  bought  for  shipment  under  the  Lend-Lease  Act  and  for  domestic 
distribution.  It  shows  by  commodities  the  name  and  address  of  the  vendor,  F.O.B, 
point,  grade,  packaging,  quantity,  and  price.  The  report  is  issued  in  three 
parts?  Meats,  including  meat  products,  lard,  and  fish;  dairy  products  and  eggs, 
which  includes  dry  and  evaporated  milk,  butter,  cheese,  and  dried,  frozen  and  she! 
eggs;  and  miscellaneous,  which  includes  fresh,  canned,  dried  or  dehydrated  fruits 
and  vegetables,  fruit  concentrates,  other  food  products,  naval  stores,  cotton,  and 
other  farm  commodities.  These  reports  are  issued  within  four  to  eight  days  follow 
ing  date  of  purchase.  (A  brief  report  of  purchases  is  made  available  daily  to 
press  associations  and  Washington,  L.  Q#  f newspaper  correspondents.  It  is  not 
duplicated  for  distribution.)

Monthly; 

Domestic  Distribution  Programs  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration . This 
report  (largely  statistical)  summarizes  facts  about  participation  in  AMA  distri- 
bution  programs  — numbers  of  persons  certified  and  participating  in  the  Food 
Stamp  Program  by  States,  and  the  value  of  blue  stamps  issued  to  them;  extent  of 
participation  in  the  AMA  Direct  Distribution  Program,  School  Lunch  Program,  Milk 
Programs  (School  and  Relief),  and  the  Cotton  Programs.  Report  shows,  as  well, 
kinds  and  amounts  of  commodities  distributed  under  the  various  programs.  Due  to 
to  the  difficulty  in  assembling  and  tabulating  material  for  the  report  — which 
describes  nationwide  operation  of  the  programs  * — there  is  a two-month  lag  between 
the  date  of  issuance  and  the  month  to  which  the  report  refers.

Annual : 


Commodity  Futures  Statistics  is  a summary  of  statistics  of  futures  trading  in 
agricultural  commodities  under  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act.  It  is  issued  on  a fis- 
cal year  basis.  The  publication  includes  the  more  important  data  on  volume  of 
trading,  open,  contracts,  prices,  deliveries,  and  classification  of  various  types 
of  traders’  commitments,  that  is,  whether  speculative,  hedging,  or  spreading.  The 
data  are  derived  chiefly  from  the  required  daily  reports  of  exchange  clearing 
members  and  of  large  traders. 

Issued  at  Washington  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Cotton  Futures  Statistics  presents  primary  statistics  on  cotton  futures  trans- 
actions: volume  of  trading,  open  contracts,  prices,  deliveries  and  related  data. 

The  bulletin  covering  the  1941  fiscal  yean  includes  considerable  material  on 
earlier  years. 

Wheat  Futures  Statistics  presents  basic  data  on  the  volume  of  trading  in  wheat 
futures,  open  contracts,  prices,  and  related  statistics.  The  report  carries 
forward  an  earlier  series  of  wheat  futures  statistics  which  was  discontinued  as  o. 
December  31,  1939,  The  1941  edition  of  the  new  Wheat  Futures  Statistics  covers 
the  period  January  1,  1940  through  June  30,  1941.

In  addition  to  this  regular  feature,  2 or  3 broadcasts  are  presented  each 
month  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration  during  the  Department  of 
Agriculture 1 s portion  of  the  National  Farm  and  Home  Hour.  These  usually 
consist  of  reports  by  the  Administrator  or  other  AMA  officials  on  AMA  pro- 
grams and  functions* 

Consumer  Time  - Saturday  at  12M5  to  12:30  p.m.  EWT.  Carried  coast-to-coast'  on 
National  Broadcasting  Company  hook-up.  This  program  carries  information  from  Govern- 
ment agencies  working  for  consumers,  and  is  prepared  and  produced  by  the  Consumers’ 
Counsel  Division  of  the  AMA.  Closely  keyed  to  the  effects  of  the  war  on  the  things 
that  consumers  buy  and  use,  it  gives  up  to  date  facts  about  the  supplies  and  prices 
of  foods  as  well  as  other  consumer  goods.  Information  is  presented  on  rationing, 
wise  buying,  conservation,  quality,  and  how  consumers  can  meet  their  wartime  food 
problems. 


Regional  Network  Programs 

General  information  and  daily  market  summaries  are  provided  to  the  Pacific  Coast  and 
Rocky  Mountain  States  through  ’’Western  Agriculture.”  ^his  program  originates  in  San 
Francisco  and  is  carried  by  the  NBC  West  Coast  Network.  It  is  presented  under  the 
direction  of  the  Office  of  Information,  USDA,  and  is  carried  by  12  stations  in  7 
States.  In  addition  to  the  regular  market  information,  members  of  the  AMA  staff  in 
San  Francisco  are  frequent  participants  in  the  broadcast. 

Similar  information  is- sent  to  New  England  listeners  through  daily  programs  origin- 
ating in  Boston.  Two  broadcasts  are  presented  daily,  over  W3Z  and  WEZA  and  one 
broadcast  through  .the  Yankee  Network  over  7 stations  in  5 States. 

Information  prepared  especially  for  homemakers  is  broadcast  daily  over  the  Kansas 
State  Network  of  5 stations  in  2 States. 

Spot  and  Local  Broadcasts 

Local  market  news  broadcasts  continue  to  be  the  backbone  of  radio  dissemination  of 
market  information.  These  market  news  broadcasts  consist  principally  of  information 
supplied  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration.  In  most  instances  the  infor- 
mation is  provided  directly  or  indirectly  by  the  Administration’s  field  offices. 

Many  market  reports  are  broadcast  by  remote  control  direct  from  wholesale  markets  or 
stockyards.  Some  reports  are  supplied  to  nearby  radio  stations  by  messenger  and  tele*’ 
phone.  Most  of  the  more  distant  stations  receive  their  market  news  through  the  na- 
tionwide press  associations.  A few  receive  their  information  by  telegraph,  largely 
C.N.D.  service.  The  press  associations  provide  sectional,  regional,  and  local  dis- 
tribution for  a large  volume  of  market  news,  and  other  information  originating  in  the 
Administration.  Very  few  stations  use  reports  received  by  mail,  because  such  reports 
have  lost  much  of  their  market  value  by  the  time  they  are  available  for  broadcasting. 
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Additional  marketing  and  related  information  is  given  radio  dissemination  through 
"Farm  Flashes."  Farm  flashes  are  in  most  instances  provided  to  radio  stations 
through  the  State  Extension  Editors,  who  frequently  farther  localise  it  "before  it 
goes  on  the  air#  These  "Flashes"  are  carried  by  approximately  420  radio  stations. 

Federal  Food  Reporter.  Several  market  news  offices,  among  them  those  at  Boston, 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Denver,  Kansas  City,  and  Chicago, 
are  presenting  2 to  5 broadcasts  a week  of  information  for  the  homemakers.  These 
broadcasts  deal  largely  with  news  concerning  the  supply,  quality,  and  price  trends 
of  fruits  and  vegetables.  However,  comments  on  other  farm  products  are  included  in 
many  broadcasts.  Approximately  20  programs  are  carried  over  4l  stations. 

Radio  Round-Up  on  Food.  A weekly  4-page  publication  issued  on  Fridays  by  the  Market- 
ing Reports  Division.  Its  purpose  is  to  provide  home  economics  broadcasters  with 
brief  factual  reports  of  50  to  3OO  words  of  timely  background  information  on  supplies, 
regulations,  new  developments  in  foods  and  other  topics  closely  related  to  foods  and 
homemakers’  interests.  Victory  Food  Special  reports,  containing  current  information 
on  seasonally  excessive  supplies  of  fruits,  vegetables,  and  other  foods,  also  are 
provided  to  these  home  economic  advisors  of  more  than  400  radio  stations. 

VICTORY  FOOD  SPECIAL  REPORTS 

Announcements  of  Victory  Food  Specials  are  issued  from  time  to  time  as  designated  by 
the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administrator,  Commodities  so  named  are  those  in  need  of 
special  assistance  in  marketing  to  encourage  increased  movement  through  commercial 
channels.  Object  is  to  widen  distribution  and  increase  the  use  of  foodstuffs  in 
heaviest  supply.  During  the  period,  for  which  a product  is  designated  as  a Victory  Foo- 
Special,  cooperating  merchants  feature  the  commodity  as  such  in  store  advertising 
and  display  material  designed'to  promote  its  sale.  Each  announcement  issued  for  a 
Victory  Food  Special  contains  information  relating  to  the  time  of  the  drive,  the  mar-" 
keting  problem  and  supply  situation  confronting  the  commodity,  and  discussion  of  the 
food  value  and  use  of  the  product  in  the  home. 

Distribution  of  the  announcements  is  limited  for  use  by  home  economists,  market  re- 
porters, food  merchants,  advertising  agencies,  newspaper  and  magazine  editors  of 
women’s  pages,  radio  station  directors  of  women’s  interest  programs,  and  other  simi- 
lar users  of  information  for  consumers.  With  each  announcement , however,  a press  re- 
lease is  issued  by  the  Department  and  the  information  given  wide  distribution  by 
press  and  radio.

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REPOETS  OH  EilG-UIiATOEY  ACTIVITIES 


The  machinery  for  regulating  the  relations  of  producers  and  dealers  is  set  up  under 
a number  of  specific  Acts  of  Congress,  In  all,  the  activities  of  the  Agricultural 
.Marketing  Administration  involve  the  administration  of  22  specific  statues.  (See 
page  4. ) 

Packers  and  Stockyards  Act.  The  nP  & S Docket n issued  monthly  from  Washington,  pro- 
vides "A  report  of  action  taken  on  cases  arising  under  this  Act.n  Brief  descriptior 
of  cases  on  which  action  has  been  taken  during  the  month  preceding  the  date  of  issue 
are  included.  They  are  followed  by  items  of  general  interest,  including  a statement 
as  to  stockyards  posted  and  deposted  during  the  month.  A tabular  statement  shows 
•new  dockets  issued  and  dockets  on  which  some  action  has  been  taken. 

Federal  Seed  Act.  Reports' as  to  action  taken  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act  are  issued 
from  time  to  time  in  the  form  of  press  releases  or  as  notices  sent  to  trade  publi- 
cations and  coopera-ting  State  agencies. 

Issued  at  Washington  about  the  15th  of  each  month. 

Perishable  Commodities  Act.  At  intervals  of  approximately  two  weeks  a mimeographed 
circular  is  issued  giving  summaries  of  decisions  of  the  Secretary  in  which  publication 
.of  the  facts  has  been  ordered.  A Digest  of  Decisions  of  the  Secretary  is  available 
in  loose-leaf  mimeographed  form.  This  is  revised  semi-annually. 

Insecticide  Act.  Pamphlets  containing  notices  of  judgment  in  court  actions  against 
manufacturers  of  insecticides  and  fungicides  (including  disinfectants)  or  involving 
consignments  of  their  products  that  have  been  removed  from  the  channels  of  commerce 
by  process  of  seizure  are  issued  at  Washington  from  time  to  time  during  the  year. 

Commodity  Exchange  Act.  Orders  by  the  Secretary  in  connection  with  the  Commodity 
Exchange  Act  are  published  as  they  are  issued.  (See  page  30  for  other  reports.) 
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OTHER  REPORTS  AND  PRINTED  PUBLICATIONS 

Printed  Publications.  Reports  covering  school  lunch  programs,  low-cost  meals,  the 
grading  and  inspection  of  various  agricultural  commodities  and  their  marketing  and 
distribution,  and  studies  carried  on  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration 
and  printed  in  the  regular  series  of  publications  of  the  Department  are  listed  in  a 
separate  circular  entitled  ’’Printed  Publications  - Agricultural  Marketing  Administra- 
tion. ” 


Check  List  of  Official  Standards  for  Farm  Products.  Lists  standards  covering  fresh, 
frozen,  canned,  and  dried  fruits  and  vegetables,  dairy  and  poultry  products,  meats, 
wool,  grain,  hay,  beans,  rice,  cotton,  cottonseed,  linters,  tobacco,  peanuts, 
pecans,  walnuts,  honey,  maple  simp,  and  other  products.  Another  such  publication 
entitled  ”U#  S.  Standards  for  Pood  Products,”  lists  only  standards  for  foods. 

The  Consumer  and  the  Standardization  of  Farm  Products  gives  a brief  description  of 
the  various  Federal  standards  for  foods,  and  discusses  the  labels  cr  other  marks  on 
graded  foods  which  identify  quality  for  the  consumer.
